Download and store DAISY books, audio files, and text files 
on the SD card before playback. 


Playback procedure 


1 | Insert the SD card and turn the player on. 


2 | Press Title key until “SD card ” is announced. 


Press Play/Stop key to start playback. 


Press Play/Stop key again to stop playback. 


Press and hold Power key to turn off.
